"How does the 
child get strychnine 
you ask.

have no strychnine In th e hous-, 
you think. But you have, a« an in ­ 
gredient of cathartic pills and cold 
pills. 
W hen a child gets a bottle of 
pills, especially chocolate o r sugar- 
coated and begins to e a t them it 
Roe* on eating until it h as con­ 
sumed fin or 100. Each pill con­ 
tains a very small dos<> of strych ­ 
nine hut the combined am ount is 
enough to produce 
deagh 
from 
stry hnine poisoning in 
a 
little 
child. 
Statistics from one life Insurance 
com pany alone shows th a t during 
1026. 1927, and 1928, 48 cases of 
strychnine 
poi©oning occwrred in 
children all due to the accidental 
taking: of cathartic pills. Eighty, 
two children are known by thi 
com pany to have died during those 
years from 
strychnine 
poisoning 
from all causes. 
T h# worst of it Is that strychnine 
is a quite unnecessary drug to put 
in any pill, its action, whU© power- 
fill, is not really helpful either in 
a cathartic or a cold pill. F o rtu ­ 
nately, drug firms are recognizing 
this and removing it from their pill 
formulae.
